A Noted Law Unit. 

Last week Messrs. James A Jan.es, 

of this place, attended circuit court at 
Eddyville. They were the leading 
attorneys for the defendants in ths 
case of Leonard vs. Brasswell. N9ome 
months ago Brasswell died, leaving an 
estate valued at $150,000 to «200,- 
000. The children of his daughter, 
Mrs. T. N. Leonard, brought suit to 
deprivo the children of his sou, Chap. 
Brasswell, of any interest in the es- 
tate, at cring that the Brasswell chil- 
dren were illegitimate. It was c aim- 
ed that Charles married in Memphis 
in 1#(>0 under the us<uni<d name of 
Dobbins, and without being divorced 
was again uuriied, the fruit of the 
latter union being Tilford Brasswell 
and Mrs. Mattie Scott, defendants in 
this suit. Judge Grace decided there 
was no proof of the Memphis marri- 
age, and further that a bigamous mar- 
riage, such as was claimed, did not 
debar children from inheritance un- 
der the Kentucky law. 

The case was hard fought and exci- 
ted much attention all over that sec- 
tion, Col. L. D. Husbands, of Pa- 
ducah, was the leading lawyer for the 
Leonards, while Mr. L. H. James, if 
Marion, was the chief counsel for the 
Brasswell's. The decision of Judge 
Grace for the Brasswells was a big 
victory for the Marion lawyers. Ol 
Mr. James' speech the Eddy ville Tsle 
says: 

The speech made in the Leonard- 
Brasewell case last Tuesday by Hon. 
L. H. James, of Marion, was pro- 
nounced by many who heard it as the 
ablest law speech ever delivered in 
the Eddyville court house. It was 
foicible from beginning to ending and 
replete with legal learning. He deals 
sledge-hammer blows and possesses the 
happy faculty of throwing enough 
oratory into his speeches to captivate 
bis hearers while putting in telling 
licks. We doubt if there is au abler 
lawyer in the State than Mr. Jamer. 
His son, O. AI. James, was present 
and assisted him. He, too, stands 
high as a young lawyer, and gives 
promise of some day being his father's 
equal, if he does not excel him in 
his chosen profession. — Eddyville 
Tale.

All of the more prom- 
inent men in the city were notified, 
and agreed to come to the appointed 
place. At 4 o'clock this afternoon 
the court room was packed to suffoca- 
tion with meu who came to say a few 
plain things about Capt. Blackwell 
and his obnoxious taxes. Attorney 
George A. Prince was made chairman 
of the meeting. 

in a few words Mr. Prentice made 
clear the object of the gathering and 
give his opinion ; n unmeasured terms 
of the injustice which Capt Blackwell 
wishes to foist upon citizens of Union 
county. At the conclusion of Chair- 
man I'reu lice's remarks a motion was 
made to appoint a committee to dratt 
resolutions suitable to the occasion. 
The following gentlemen, all promi- 
nent in the business and social world 
of Morgan field were named. They 
were: 

Thomas Young, Chairman; James 
Taylor, Captain Wall and James Le- 
mon. 

While the committee was in an ante 
room preparing their paper, some hot 
speeches were made by these present. 
In every one Capt. Blackwell was 
denounced in scathing terms, ^and 
suggestions that he be forcibly remo- 
ved from this community were freely 
offered. Alter being out but a few 
minutes the committee Jon resolutions 
returned and reported. 

In substance the document stated 
that Capt. Blackwell had no right to 
be in the town of Morganfield. He 
had no recognized office there and 
should not be allowed to transact any 
business withiu the city limits. Ana 
further, that if Capt. Blackwell wan- 
ted to collect taxes in the Caseyville 
and Lindle precincts, he should make 
his headquarters in these precincts, 
aud not rcmaiu iu a place where he 
is not only not wanted, but detested 
aud despised. 

With an enthusiasm that broke out 
in boisterous applause the resolutions 
were unanimously adopted. It Capt. 
Blackwell attempts to sell Mr. Mor- 
ton's property tomorrow he will have 
a very lively time.

follows: >

Arrangements 
are made with the O. V. R. R., for 
round trip tickets to Morga'nfield cn 
that day for 25 cents. Every one 
should attend the sale; for while the 
amount of property is not much, it is 
very essential that every one in the 
precincts should attend. The chair- 
tuau of the districts are earneatly re- 
quested to be diligent in spreading 
this information. The fare will be 25 
cento for the round trip from Sullivan 
to Morganfield.

It is said that there would be a nota- 
ble absence of bacteria in the water 
supply of cities if the food on which 
tho bacteria feod could be removed by 
filtration. Experiments prove that 
whilo water properly filtered through 
sand might contain some bacteria 
when It left the filter, if it had any 
dlstauoe to traverse, it arrived at its 
journey's end with very few, they hav- 
fhg perished by the way, presumably 
from actual starvation. From all of 
the best sources there seems to be one 
■anoral opinion, ftnd this Is that sand 
filtration with an abundant supply of 
pure air or thorough mechanical aera- 
tion, if the water does not run rapidly, 
will insure approximately pure water.
